To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

Pursuant  to  statutory  direction,  the  Commission  herewith  sub- 
mits  its  report  for  the  year  ending  on  November  30,  1913. 

We  are  pleased  to  say  that  boxing  has  advanced  materially 
since  this  Commission  was  created  in  1911,  and  the  sport  is  now 
more  popular  than  at  any  other  time  in  its  history.  This  is  due 
to  the  wise  administration  of  the  law  by  the  Commission,  and 
the  fact  that  all  clubs  licensed  to  conduct  boxing  exhibitions  work 
in  harmony  with  the  Commission,  and  live  up  to  both  the  letter 
and  the  spirit  of  the  law.  Infractions  of  the  law  are  so  infrequent 
that  we  have  none  to  report  for  the  current  year,  but  there  have 
been  violations  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  which  were  promptly 
investigated  and  adjudicated.  No  cases  of  shamming  or  faking 
in  the  ring  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission.  This 
Commission  is  now  recognized  as  the  controlling  body  of  boxing 
in  this  country,  and  our  counsel  is  frequently  sought  by  other

state  commissions  and  by  organizations  controlling  boxing  in 
foreign  lands. 

We  have  taken  the  initiative  looking  to  the  organization  of  a 
world’s  governing  body  for  boxing,  and  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  we  shall  be  successful. 

We  also  expect  to  have  boxing  placed  permanently  on  the  pro¬ 
gramme  of  all  future  Olympic  Games. 

Clubs  Licensed  During  the  Year. 

The  Commission  during  the  year  licensed  twenty-four  clubs, 
which  makes  one  hundred  and  thirteen  organizations  which  have 
held  licenses  granted  under  the  law.  Of  this  number  five  have 
been  revoked,  twenty-seven  surrendered,  three  cancelled,  leaving 
seventy-eight  licenses  in  existence  under  the  law  to-day,  Novem¬ 
ber  30,  1913. 

In  contrast  with  licenses  held  prior  to  December  1,  1911,  the 
ratio  is  sixty-two  clubs  in  New  York  city  and  fifty-one  outside  the 
greater  municipality.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT 
OF  BOXING  IN  THE  STATE  OF  NEW  YORK. 

Adopted  by  the  New  York  State  Athletic  Commission. 

PART  I. 

Preliminary  Provisions  and  Duties  Imposed  Upon  Clubs. 

1.  The  general  offices  of  the  New  York  State  Athletic  Com¬ 
mission  shall  he  located  at  No.  41  Park  Row,  in  the  city  of  New 
York. 

2.  The  offices  shall  he  open  between  the  hours  of  9  a.  m.  and 
5  p.  m.,  except  on  legal  holidays. 

3.  Blank  application  forms  for  license  to  conduct  boxing  and 
sparring  matches  or  exhibitions  shall  be  provided  by  the  Com¬ 
mission. 

4.  Applications  for  licenses  and  accompanying  documents  re¬ 
quired  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  779  of  the  Laws  of  1911  shall 
be  written  plainly,  and  all  questions  appearing  on  the  blank  forms 
of  application  shall  be  answered  fully.  Said  application  shall  be 
signed  by  the  president  or  secretary  of  the  club. 

5.  All  papers  filed  with  the  Commission  shall  be  the  property 
of  the  Commission. 

6.  Before  acting  upon  the  application  for  a  license,  the  Com¬ 
mission  may,  in  its  discretion,  examine,  on  oath,  the  applicant  and 
other  witnesses. 

7.  The  form  of  the  license  shall  be  as  follows :

S.  The  license  certificate  issued  by  the  Commission  shall  be 
inclosed  in  a  suitable  wood  or  metal  frame,  in  order  that  the  whole 
of  said  certificate  may  be  seen  therein,  and  shall  be  posted  up  and 
at  all  times  displayed  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  box  office  of 
the  club  so  licensed. 

9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  club,  corporation  or  association 
holding  a  license  certificate  to  post  such  certificate  or  to  permit 
such  certificate  to  be  posted  upon  premises  other  than  those  for 
which  such  certificate  was  issued,  or  to  which  it  has  been  trans¬ 
ferred  by  action  of  the  Commission. 

10.  All  clubs  holding  licenses  shall  be  held  absolutely:  re¬ 
sponsible  to  the  Commission  for  all  matches  or  exhibitions  held 
by  said  club. 

11.  All  clubs  must  notify  the  secretary  of  the  State  Athletic 
Commission  in  writing  of  the  date  of  each  and  every  match  or 
exhibition  held  by  said  club,  at  least  forty-eight  hours  prior  to  the 
holding  of  such  exhibition  or  match. 

12.  The  financial  report  required  by  section  9,  of  chapter  779 
of  the  Laws  of  1911,  shall  be  made  in  duplicate  —  one  report  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  the  Commission,  and  the  other 
report  with  the  statutory  tax,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  State 
Comptroller.  Blank  forms  of  reports  shall  be  provided  by  the 
Commission. 

13.  Yo  person  shall  be  admitted  to  a  boxing  or  sparring  match 
or  exhibition  under  the  age  of  sixteen. 

14.  Yo  person  shall  be  admitted  to  a  boxing  or  sparring  match 
or  exhibition  without  a  ticket. 

15.  All  tickets  issued  to  the  press  shall  be  marked  “  Press.” 

16.  All  complimentary  tickets  shall  be  marked  “  Compli¬ 
mentary.” 

17.  The  total  number  of  complimentary  tickets,  exclusive  of 
press  tickets,  shall  be  limited  to  2  per  centum  of  the  seating 
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capacity  of  the  hall  or  auditorium  wherein  the  exhibition  or  match 
is  held. 

18.  All  tickets,  exclusive  of  press  and  complimentary  tickets, 
shall  have  the  price  printed  plainly  thereon,  and  shall  have  a 
coupon  attached,  which  may  be  held  by  the  purchaser  thereof. 

19.  The  price  of  tickets  shall  be  printed  in  large  type  and  dis¬ 
played  above  all  ticket  sellers'  windows,  and  shall  not  be  varied. 

20.  Every  ticket  must  be  deposited  by  the  ticket  taker  in  a 
locked  box,  which  box  shall  only  be  opened  by  an  officer  of  the 
club,  corporation  or  association  holding  the  license,  and  such 
officer  shall  count  the  number  of  each  class  of  tickets  in  such  box 
or  boxes,  and  shall  also  report  the  number  of  exchange  sales  and 
amount  received  therefor,  and  the  report  required  by  section  9 
shall  be  verified  by  said  officer. 

21.  The  Commission  shall  appoint  an  official  representative 
designated  as  “  inspector,”  who  shall  receive  from  the  Commission 
a  card  authorizing  him  to  act  as  such  inspector.  He  shall  be 
present  at  all  exhibitions  and  matches  to  see  that  the  rules  of  the 
Commission  are  strictly  observed,  and  also  to  be  present  at  the 
counting  up  of  the  gross  receipts,  and  shall  immediately  mail  to 
the  Commission  the  official  box  office  statement  received  bv  him 

t j 

from  the  officer  of  the  club  as  required  by  rule  20. 

22.  One  representative  from  each  newspaper,  holding  a  press 
ticket,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  press  row  or  stand. 

23.  Representatives  from  morning  newspapers  holding  press 
tickets  shall  receive  preference  in  the  allotment  of  press  seats. 

24.  No  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  sold  in  the  hall  or  audi¬ 
torium  where  matches  or  exhibitions  are  being  held,  during  the 
progress  of  such  matches  or  exhibitions. 

25.  In  all  boxing  or  sparring  matches  or  exhibitions,  con¬ 
testants,  referee,  timekeepers,  seconds  and  examining  physician 
shall  at  all  times  be  under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Com¬ 
mission. 

26.  No  boxing  or  sparring  matches  or  exhibitions  shall  be  held 
on  Sunday. 

27.  There  shall  be  prominently  displayed  in  at  least  four  (4) 
places  in  every  hall  or  auditorium,  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  following  notice: 

“  No  Bettixg  Allowed. 
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uAny  Person  Making  or  Offering  to  Make  a  Bet  is 
Guilty  of  a  Misdemeanor  (section  1712,  Penal  Law)  and 
Will  be  Immediately  Ejected.” 

28.  No  person  shall  compete  in  a  boxing  or  sparring  match  or 
exhibition  in  any  club,  corporation  or  association  or  any  other 
organization  not  licensed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  779  of  the  Laws  of  1911. 

29.  No  boxing  club  shall  be  permitted  to  sell  tickets  through 
boxers,  their  managers  or  seconds. 

30.  No  collections,  regardless  of  the  purpose,  shall  be  taken  up 
from  spectators  at  boxing  exhibitions. 

PENALTIES  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  PRELIMINARY 

PROVISIONS  AND  DUTIES  IMPOSED  UPON  CLUBS, 

—  DESIGNATED  AS  ‘PART  I 

Any  club,  corporation  or  association,  contestant  or  official  vio¬ 
lating  rule  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  20,  24, 
26,  27,  28,  29  or  30  of  “  Part  1,”  shall  be  penalized  as  follows  : 

(a)  In  case  the  violation  is  committed  by  the  club,  corporation 
or  association,  it  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commission, 
thereby  forfeit  its  license  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  which  shall  thereupon  be  by  the  Commission  cancelled 
and  declared  void. 

(b)  In  case  the  violation  is  committed  by  the  contestant,  he 
shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commission,  be  restrained  from 
participating  in  any  boxing  competition  to  be  held  or  given  by 
any  club,  corporation  or  association  duly  licensed  to  give  or  hold 
such  boxing  or  sparring  match  or  exhibition,  for  a  period  of  not 
more  than  six  months,  and  not  less  than  thirty  days. 

(c)  In  ease  the  violation  is  committed  by  any  official,  or  any 
other  person,  he  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commission,  be  re¬ 
strained  from  entering  any  club  duly  licensed  to  give  or  hold  any 
boxing  or  sparring  match  or  exhibition  for  a  period  of  not  more 
than  six  months  and  not  less  than  thirty  days. 

PART  II. 

Rules  Governing  the  Contest. 

Boxing  Bing. 

1.  The  boxing  ring  shall  not  be  less  than  16  feet  nor  more  than 
24  feet  square.  The  floor  of  the  ring  shall  extend  beyond  the 
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lower  rope  for  a  distance  of  not  less  than  three  feet.  Posts  must 
be  properly  padded,  and  the  ring  floor  padded  with  felt  or  other 
soft  material  not  less  than  one  inch  in  thickness,  under  a  proper 
covering. 

2.  The  scale  of  weights  shall  be:

3.  The  chief  official  of  the  boxing  match  or  exhibition  shall  be 
the  referee. 

4.  The  referee  shall  he  appointed  by  the  Commission,  and  shall 
receive  from  the  Commission  a  card  authorizing  him  to  act  as 
such  referee,  and  no  club  shall  employ  or  permit  anyone  to  act  as 
referee  excepting  those  holding  such  card  of  authorization  from 
the  Commission. 

5.  The  referee  shall  have  general  supervision  and  control  over 
the  match  or  exhibition,  and  shall  take  his  position  within  the 
ring. 

6.  Xo  decision  shall  be  rendered  by  the  referee.  A  decision 
may  he  given  in  amateur  tournaments  pursuant  to  the  authority 
and  jurisdiction  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union. 

7.  The  referee  shall,  before  starting  the  match  or  exhibition 
ascertain  from  each  contestant  the  name  of  his  chief  second,  and 
shall  hold  said  chief  second  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the 
other  seconds  during  the  progress  of  the  contest,  and  shall,  prior 
to  the  contest,  instruct  the  contestants  concerning  the  Commission 
rules. 

8.  Contestants  must  box  in  proper  athletic  costume,  including 
protection  cup. 

9.  Contestants  may  learn  the  name  of  the  official  referee  of 
the  club  before  whom  they  are  to  compete,  by  application  to  the 
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Secretary  of  the  Commission.  If  said  contestants  are  not  satis¬ 
fied  with  the  official  referee  they  must  notify  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commission  in  writing,  forty-eight  hours  prior  to  the  match  or 
exhibition,  and  in  case  of  failure  to  do  so,  they  must  submit  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  club  referee. 

10.  All  matches  or  exhibitions  in  which  more  than  two  prin¬ 
cipals  appear  in  the  ring  at  the  same  time,  commonly  called  a 
“  battle  royal  ”  exhibition  are  forbidden. 

11.  ATo  two  same  men  shall  box  or  spar  more  than  ten  rounds 
in  the  same  ring  on  the  same  day. 

12.  All  clubs  and  contestants  must  enter  into  written  contracts, 
which  contracts  shall  be  executed  in  duplicate,  each  party  holding 
one. 

13.  Clubs  must  not  wilfully  violate  or  break  contracts  properly 
consummated  between  club  and  boxer. 

14.  Boxers  or  contestants  must  not  wilfully  violate  or  break 
contracts  properly  consummated  between  boxer  and  club. 

15.  In  all  matches  or  exhibitions  not  more  than  four  seconds 
shall  attend  or  assist  a  contestant,  and  the  official  referee  shall  en¬ 
force  said  rule. 

16.  There  shall  be  no  coaching  by  the  seconds  or  any  other  per¬ 
son,  and  the  seconds  must  remain  seated  during  contest,  and  must 
not  rise  from  their  seats  until  the  bell  announces  the  termination 
of  the  round. 

17.  Contestants  in  all  exhibitions  shall  weigh  in  just  before 
entering  ring,  in  the  presence  of  the  Inspector  and  club  representa¬ 
tive,  regardless  of  private  agreements  concerning  match. 

18.  Chief  or  main  match  or  exhibition  shall  commence  not 
later  than  ten  p.  m.  The  club  must  select  from  the  various  con¬ 
tests,  the  chief  or  main  match  or  exhibition. 

19.  The  kidney  punch  or  blow  shall  be  forbidden  in  all  con¬ 
tests. 

20.  Contestants  shall  break  clean,  and  must  not  strike  a  blow 
while  breaking  from  clinches.  Contestants  must  not  hold  and 
hit.  Butting  with  head  or  shoulder,  wrestling  or  clinching,  or 
illegal  use  of  elbows  shall  not  be  allowed.  There  shall  be  no  un¬ 
sportsmanlike  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  contestants.  This  shall 
include  the  use  of  abusive  or  insulting  language. 
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21.  The  referee  must  stop  the  contest  when  either  contestant 
shows  marked  superiority,  or  is  apparently  outclassed.  If  con¬ 
testant  falls  through  weakness  or  is  knocked  down,  he  must  get  up 
unassisted,  ten  seconds  being  allowed  him  to  do  so, —  the  other 
man  in  the  meantime  must  return  to  his  corner. 

22.  Each  glove  shall  weigh  at  least  five  ounces,  and  shall  be 
new.  Xo  gloves  shall  be  used  except  those  handed  to  the  contest¬ 
ants  by  the  referee.  The  gloves  must  not  be  twisted  or  in  anv 
way  manipulated.  In  case  a  glove  shall  break  or  come  off  during 
the  contest,  the  referee  shall  order  time  taken  out  while  a  new 
glove  is  being  adjusted. 

23.  Only  soft  cotton  or  linen  bandages  shall  be  used,  and  all 
bandages  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  referee.  Hard 
bandages,  or  substances  of  any  kind,  being  prohibited. 

24.  The  length  of  the  match  or  exhibition  shall  be  not  more 
than  ten  rounds.  Each  round  shall  be  limited  to  a  three  minute 
period.  There  shall  be  one  minute  intermission  between  each 
round. 

25.  Xo  person  under  eighteen,  or  over  forty  years  of  age,  shall 
be  permitted  to  participate  in  any  contest  or  exhibition. 

26.  Each  contestant  must  be  examined  prior  to  entering  the 
ring,  by  a -physician  who  has  been  licensed  to  practice  in  the  State 
of  Xew  York  for  not  less  than  five  years.  The  physician  shall 
certify  in  writing,  over  his  signature,  as  to  contestant’s  physical 
condition  to  engage  in  such  contest.  And  said  physician  shall  be 
in  attendance  during  contest,  prepared  to  deal  with  any  emer¬ 
gency  which  may  arise.  Said  physician  shall  file  said  report  of 
examination  with  the  Commission  within  a  period  of  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  contest.  Blank  forms  of  physician’s  reports  may 
be  had  at  the  Commission’s  office,  and  all  questions  must  be 
answered  in  full. 

27.  Xo  person  other  than  the  contestants  and  the  referee  shall, 
during  the  progress  of  the  contest,  enter  the  ring. 

28.  If  a  main  match  or  exhibition  is  stopped  by  the  referee, 
cr  by  a  member  of  the  State  Athletic  Commission,  or  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Commission,  for  an  infraction  of  the  rules  of  the 
Commission  or  for  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  779 
off  the  Laws  of  1911,  the  club  shall  hold  all  box  office  receipts  of 
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the  said  match  or  exhibition  for  a  period  of  forty-eight  hours, 
pending  the  decision  of  the  Commission. 

20.  No  boxer  shall  be  permitted  to  contest  against  an  opponent 
ten  pounds  heavier  than  himself,  in  the  lightweight  class  or 
under  said  class. 

30.  Any  questions  arising,  not  provided  for  in  these  rules,  the 
referee  shall  have  power  to  decide  such  question  or  interpretation 
of  rules. 

31.  All  persons  attending  a  sparring  match  or  exhibition  shall 
behave  in  a  gentlemanly  and  sportsmanlike  manner. 

32.  No  officer  or  stockholder  of  any  club,  corporation  of  asso¬ 
ciation  shall  officiate  in  any  capacity  at  any  boxing  or  sparring 
match  or  exhibition  or  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  contestants. 

33.  If  any  case  occurs  which  is  not  or  which  is  alleged  not  to 
be  provided  for  by  these  rules,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  New  York  State  Athletic  Commission  in  such  manner 
as  they  think  just  and  conformable  to  the  usages  and  the  best  in¬ 
terests  of  boxing. 

34.  Contests  between  negroes  and  white  persons,  otherwise 
known  as  mixed  bouts,  are  strictly  prohibited. 

35.  Any  boxer  under  contract  or  agreement  with  a  club  to  ap¬ 
pear  or  compete,  who  discovers  that  it  is  impossible  for  any  rea¬ 
son  whatsoever  to  appear  or  compete,  shall  immediately  notify 
the  club,  and  the  club  shall  immediately  post  notice  to  that  effect 
over  the  box  office  windows,  and  give  public  notice  of  same 
through  the  public  press.  And  the  master  of  ceremonies  shall 
make  such  announcement  from  the  ring  before  the  opening  bout 
commences,  also  informing  dissatisfied  patrons  that  their  admis¬ 
sion  money  will  be  refunded  upon  immediate  application  to  the 
box  office. 

36.  All  introductions  in  the  ring,  except  of  the  contestants 
themselves,  are  hereby  prohibited. 

PENALTIES  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  RULES  GOVERNING 
CONTEST  — DESIGNATED  AS  “PART  II”. 

Any  club,  corporation,  association,  contestant  or  official  violat¬ 
ing  rule  1,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19, 
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20,  21,  22,  23,  24,  25,  26,  27,  28,  29,  32,  34,  35  or  36  of  “  Part 
II,”  shall  be  penalized  as  follows: 

(a)  In  case  the  violation  is  committed  by  the  club,  corpora¬ 
tion  or  association,  it  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commission, 
thereby  forfeit  its  license  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  which  shall  thereupon  be  by  the  Commission  cancelled 
and  declared  void. 

(b)  In  case  the  violation  is  committed  by  the  contestant,  he 
shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commission,  be  restrained  from 
participating  in  any  boxing  competition  to  be  held  or  given  by 
any  club,  corporation  or  association  duly  licensed  to  give  or  hold 
such  boxing  or  sparring  match  or  exhibition  for  a  period  of  not 
more  than  six  months,  and  not  less  than  thirty  davs. 

(c)  In  case  the  violation  is  committed  by  any  official,  or  any 

other  person,  he  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commission,  be 

restrained  from  entering  any  club  duly  licensed  to  give  or  hold 

any  boxing  or  sparring  match  or  exhibition  for  a  period  of  not 

more  than  six  months  and  not  less  than  thirtv  davs.

AN  ACT  establishing  a  state  athletic  commission  and  regulating 
boxing  and  sparring  in  the  state  of  New  York. 

Chapter  779,  Laws  1911. 

Became  a  law  July  25,  1911,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed,  three- 

fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yortc,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  hereafter  be  a  state  athletic  commission. 
Within  thirty  davs  after  this  act  takes  effect  the  Governor  shall 
appoint  three  persons,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  reside  within 
the  territory  embraced  within  the  first  and  second  judicial  dis¬ 
tricts,  to  be  members  of  such  commission,  who  shall  hold  office

[Senate, 


for  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  first  day  of  January  following 
the  date  of  their  appointment.  The  governor  shall  also  appoint 
their  successors,  possessing  like  qualifications,  on  the  first  day 
of  January  of  each  successive  fifth  year,  beginning  with  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  eleven.  The  commission  shall  maintain 
general  offices  for  the  transaction  of  its  business.  The  members 
of  the  commission  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  after  their  appoint¬ 
ment,  elect  one  of  their  number  chairman  of  the  commission, 
shall  adopt  a  seal  for  the  commission  and  may  make  such  rules 
for  the  administration  of  their  office,  not  inconsistent  herewith, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient  ;  and  they  may  hereafter  amend  or 
abrogate  such  rules.  Two  of  the  members  of  the  commission 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business  ;  and  the  concurrence 
of  at  least-  two  commissioners  shall  be  necessary  to  render  a,  choice 
or  decision  by  the  commission. 

§  2.  The  commission  shall  appoint,  and  at  pleasure  remove,  a 
secretary  to  the  commission,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a 
full  and  true  record  of  all  its  proceedings,  preserve  at  its  general 
office  all  its  books,  documents  and  papers,  prepare  for  service 
such  notices  and  other  papers  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
commission  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  commission 
may  prescribe ;  and  he  may,  under  direction  of  the  commission, 
issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses  before  the  com¬ 
mission  with  the  same  effect  as  if  they  were  issued  in  an  action 
in  the  supreme  court  and  may,  under  direction  of  the  commission, 
administer  oaths  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  his  office 
or  connected  with  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  com¬ 
mission.  Disobedience  of  such  a  subpoena  and  false  swearing  be¬ 
fore  such  secretary  shall  be  attended  by  the  same  consequences 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  as  if  such  disobedience  or 
false  swearing  occurred  in  an  action  in  the  supreme  court.  The 
necessary  traveling  and  other  necessary  expenses-  of  the  members 
of  the  commission,  which,  including  the  salary  of  the  secretary, 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  per  year,  shall 
be  paid  monthly  by  the  state  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the 
state  comptroller  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  tax  to  be  collected  as 
herein  provided.  The  commission  shall  annually  make  to  the 
legislature  a  full  report  of  its  proceedings  for  the  year  ending 
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with  the  first  day  of  the  preceding  December  and  may  submit, 
with  such  report,  such  recommendations  pertaining  to  its  affairs 
as  to  it  shall  seem  desirable. 

§  3.  The  commission  shall  have,  and  hereby  is  vested  with 
the  sole  direction,  management  and  control  of  and  jurisdiction 
over  all  boxing  and  sparring  matches  and  exhibitions  to  be  con¬ 
ducted,  held  or  given  within  the  state  by  any  club,  corporation 
or  association;  and  no  boxing  or  sparring  match  or  exhibition 
shall  be  conducted,  held  or  given  within  the  state  except  pursuant 
to  its  authority  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  The  commission  may,  in  its  discretion  issue,  and  at  its 
pleasure  revoke,  a  license  to  conduct,  hold  or  give  boxing  and 
sparring  matches  and  exhibitions  to  any  club,  corporation  or 
association  which  shall  at  the  time  application  therefor  be  made 
own  or  hold  a  lease  for  at  least  one  year  upon  the  building  wherein 
it  may  be  proposed  to  conduct,  hold  or  give  such  boxing  or  spar¬ 
ring  match  or  exhibition  and  which,  if  it  be  an  amateur  athletic 
association,  may  be  incorporated  or  organized  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  of  the  United  States. 
Every  license  shall  be  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations,  and 
amendments  thereof,  as  the  commission  may  prescribe.  Every 
application  for  a  license,  as  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  in 
writing  and  shall  be  addressed  to  the  commission  and  shall  be 
verified  by  some  officer  of  the  club,  corporation  or  association  on 
whose  behalf  the  application  may  be  made.  It  shall  contain  a 
recital  of  such  facts  as,  under  the  provisions  hereof,  will  show 
the  applicant  entitled  to  receive  a  license  and,  in  addition  thereto, 
such  other  facts  and  recitals  as  the  commission  may  bv  rule  re¬ 
quire  to  be  shown. 

§  4.  Where  a  license  granted  under  this  act  has  been  conceled 
or  revoked  by  an  order  of  the  commission,  the  club,  corporation 
or  association  in  whom  the  license  has  been  held  is  hereby  given 
the  right  to  review  the  determination  of  the  commission,  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  chapter  sixteen,  title  two,  article  seven  of  the  code  of 
civil  procedure.  The  writ  of  certiorari  allowed  under  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  be  taken  out  within  thirty  days  after  the  order  of  the 
commission  has  been  served  on  the  club,  corporation  or  association. 

§  5.  All  buildings  or  structures  used,  or  intended  to  be  used, 
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for  the  purpose  of  this  act  shall  be  properly  ventilated  and  pro¬ 
vided  with  fire  exits  and  fire  escapes,  if  there  need  be,  and  in  all 
manner  conform  to  the  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  pertain¬ 
ing  to  buildings  in  the  city,  town  or  village  where  situated. 
Where  a  part  of  a  building  or  structure  is  used  for  the  purposes 
set  forth  in  this  act,  this  section  shall  apply  in  the  same  manner. 

§  6.  No  boxing  or  sparring  match  or  exhibition  shall  be  more 
than  ten  rounds  in  length;  and  the  contestants  shall  wear,  during 
such  contests,  gloves  weighing  at  least  eight  ounces. 

§  7.  Any  club,  corporation  or  association  which  may  conduct, 
hold  or  give  or  participate  in,  any  sham  or  fake  boxing  or  spar¬ 
ring  match  or  exhibition  shall  thereby  forfeit  its  license  issued 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  shall  there¬ 
upon  be,  by  the  commission,  canceled  and  declared  void;  and  it 
shall  not  thereafter  be  entitled  to  receive  another  such  or  any 
license  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  8.  Any  contestant  who  shall  participate  in  any  sham  or  fake 
boxing  or  sparring  match  or  exhibition  shall  be  penalized  in  the 
following  manner:  for  the  first  offense  he  shall  be  restrained  for 
a  period  of  six  months,  such  period  to  begin  immediately  after 
the  occurrence  of  such  offense,  from  participating  in  any  boxing 
competition  to  be  held  or  given  by  any  club;  corporation  or  asso¬ 
ciation  duly  licensed  to  give  or  hold  such  boxing  or  sparring  match 
or  exhibition ;  for  a  second  offense  he  shall  be  totally  disqualified 
from  further  admission  or  participation  in  any  boxing  contest  held 
or  given  by  any  club,  corporation  or  association  duly  licensed 
for  said  purposes. 

§  9.  Every  club,  corporation  or  association  which  may  hold 
or  exercise  any  of  the  privileges  conferred  by  this  act  shall,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  determination  of  every  contest,  furnish 
to  the  commission  a  written  report,  duly  verified  by  one  of  its 
officers,  showing  the  number  of  tickets  sold  for  such  contest  and 
the  amount  of  the  gross  proceeds  thereof,  and  such  other  matters 
as  the  commission  may  prescribe,  and  shall  also  within  the  said 
time  pay  to  the  state  comptroller  a  tax  of  five  per  centum  of 
its  total  gross  receipts  from  the  sale  of  tickets  of  admission  to 
such  boxing  or  sparring  match  or  exhibition,  which  tax,  after  the 
payment  therefrom  of  the  expenses  of  the  commission  and  the 
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salary  of  the  secretary  to  the  commission,  as  herein  provided, 
shall  be  apportioned  to  the  objects  and  purposes  of  and  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  eight  hundred  and  twenty 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof.  Before  any  license  shall  be  granted  to  any 
club,  corporation  or  association  to  conduct,  hold  or  give  any 
boxing  or  sparring  match  or  exhibition  such  applicant  therefor 
shall  execute  and  file  with  the  state  comptroller  a  bond  in  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  to  he  approved  as  to  form,  and  the 
sufficiency  of  the  sureties  thereon,  by  the  state  comptroller,  con¬ 
ditioned  for  the  payment  of  the  tax  hereby  imposed.  Upon  the 
filing  and  approval  of  such  bond  the  state  comptroller  shall  issue 
to  such  applicant  for  such  license  a  certificate  of  such  filing  and 
approval,  which  shall  be  by  such  applicant  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  commission  with  its  application  for  such  license;  and  no 
license  shall  be  issued  until  such  certificate  shall  be  so  filed. 

§  10.  Whenever  any  such  club,  corporation  or  association  shall 
fail  to  make  a  report  of  any  contest  at  the  time  prescribed  by  this 
act  or  whenever  such  report  is  unsatisfactory  to  the  state  comp¬ 
troller  he  may  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined  the  books  and 
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records  of  such  club,  corporation  or  association,  and  subpoena  and 
examine  under  oath  its  officers  and  other  persons  as  witnesses  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  the  total  amount  of  its  gross  receipt? 
for  any  contest  and  the  amount  of  tax  due  pursuant  to  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  act,  which  tax  he  may  upon  and  as  the  result  of  such 
examination  fix  and  determine.  In  case  of  the  default  in  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  any  tax  so  ascertained  to  be  due,  together  with  the  ex¬ 
penses  incurred  in  making  such  examination,  for  a  period  of 
twenty  days  after  notice  to  such  delinquent  club,  corporation  or 
association  of  the  amount  at  which  the  same  may  be  fixed  bv  the 
state  comptroller,  such  delinquent  club  shall,  ipso  facto,  forfeit 
its  license  and  shall  be  thereby  disqualified  from  receiving  any 
new  license  or  any  renewal  of  license;  and  it  shall,  in  addition, 
forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state  of  Xew  York  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars,  which  may  be  recovered  bv  the  attorney-general 
in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  state  of  Yew  York  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  penalties  are  by  law  recovered. 
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§  11.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  for  which  a  penalty  is  not  herein  prescribed,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  12.  The  provisions  of  section  seventeen  hundred  and  ten  of 
the  penal  code  shall  not  apply  to  any  boxing  or  sparring  match 
or  exhibition  conducted,  held  or  given  by  any  club,  corporation 
or  association  duly  licensed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.
